United Synagogue Suspends 
Long Island Congregation 
For Sponsoring Bingo Games

NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
United Synagogue of America, in | 
an unprecedented move, sus- 
pended the Beth Israel Syna- 
gogue of Hempstead, Long Is- 
land, for sponsoring bingo 
games. 

The disciplinary action against 
the respected congregation is the 
first of its kind by a national 
body of synagogues. The United 
Synagogue is the lay wing of all 
Conservative congregations in 
this country.

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Crosse Pointe 
Residents Hit 
‘Point System’ 


DETROIT (P-O) — The “point 
system” as practiced in Grosse 
Pointe is “an affront to the stand- 
ards of decency in human rela- 
tions,” it was stated this week by 
a group of over 100 residents of 
the area. 

In a letter presented to Michi- 
gan Corporation and Securities 
Commissioner Lawrence Gubow 
during hearings on the “point 
system,” the residents commend- 
ed the Commission for “unhesi- 
tatingly stepping up to its re- 
sponsibilities by searching out 
the truth.” 


THE LETTER submitted at the 
hearing stated that the group of 
residents “hold firmly to the be- 
lief that racial, religious and 
national prejudice have no place 
in our democracy.” 

In objecting to the “point sys- 
tem,” the petitioners referred to 
the Grosse Pointe Property Own- 
ers Assn., the Grosse Pointe 
Brokers Assn., and Grosse Pointe 
Properties, Inc. as organizations 
“whose vigilance practices are 
an affront to the standards of 
decency in human relations,” the 
Detroit Jewish News reported. 


IN OTHER testimony before 
the commission, Max Osnos, re- 
presenting the Bnai Brith Anti- 
Defamation League, charged that 
frequently real estate brokers 
themselves were “prime organiz- 
ers” of associations which seek 
to discriminate against certain 
prospective home owners. 

He said that “in 80 percent of 
the cases where Jewish families 
have been turned down by brok- 
ers, the owners have been willing 
to sell.” 


OSNOS TESTIFIED that the 
ruling established by the MCSC 
would aid real estate agents, 
since by being able to sell to all 
the market would be broadened. 

An opposite view was ex- 
pressed by William R. Luedders, 
president of the Detroit Reali Es- 
tate Board, who said that dis- 
criminatory practices were ne- 
cessary to the financial climate 
of Michigan, the Detroit Jewish 
News reported. 





Deportation of 
Nazi Collaborator

NEW YORK (P-0)—The Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
Brith urged U. S. government 
to expel Ferdinand Durcansky, 
onetime foreign minister of the 
Nazi puppet state of Slovakia. 
The ADL’s request was addressed 
to Attorney General William P. 
Rogers. urging him to start de- 
portation proceedings against 
Durcansky on the grounds that 
his record as a Nazi collaborator 
and war criminal makes him an 
“excludable alien” under United 
States immigration law.

Still, how many of us, if we 
met Eichmann in the street with- 
out our being forewarned who 
he was, would pause to give him 
another glance, or guess that 
here walks a monster? As far as 
appearances go, he is a man, 
just a man. 


THE FRIGHTENING thing 
about Adolf Eichmann’s charac. 
ter — as described by those who 
have had personal dealings with 
him at various times — is its 
ordinariness. A mediocrity, both 
physical and intellectually, his 
most distinctive qualities are ca- 
reerism and conformism. As a 
schoolboy, although poor at les- 
sons, he scraped through his end- 
of-year exams by wheedling his 
way into his teachers’ good 
graces. As an adult, he saw in 
the Nazi movement an opportun- 
ity for self-advancement. 

His personal Gestape file con- 
tains the entry, “Loyalty — Ab- 
solute”; in other words, he was 
ready to stoop to anything, and 
thus he proved himself thorough- 
ly efficient in the extermination 
of 6,000,000 Jewish men, women 
and children by poison gas and 
fire. Today, a captive in Israel, 
Eichmann is again doing the best 
he can for himself by his be 
haviour as a model}! prisoner, 
freely answering his interroga- 
tors’ questions. 

THE FRIGHTENING thing 
about the world reaction to the 
Eichmann phenomenon, now as 
in the past, is its ordinariness. 
When the fires of Auschwitz 
were still blazing, the victims’ 
shrieks of horror — not that 
many of them had the strength 
left even to scream — hardly 
reverberated beyond the confines 
of the ghettos and the death 
camps. 

Ecclesiastics, politicians, war 
riors, those who were fighting 
against Hitler as well as those 
who were on his side, stood up 
to the war emergency with all 
the ordinariness they could mus- 
ter. 

No real attempt was made to 
rouse the universal conscience 
into a fury ef revulsion; or to 
launch extraordinary military 
operations, such as massive aeri 
al bombardment of the crema- 
toria, in erder to slow down the

mass murder process; nor did 
any of the democracies or neutral 
countries as much as try to save 
at least the Jewish children by 
an offer of hospitality for the 
little ones. And after the collapse 
of the Third Reich, while the 
Allies were on the og hand 
staging the Nuremberg War 
Crimes trials, they were on the 
other hand competing frantically 
for the friendship of the van. 
quished perpetrators of Ausch- 
witz. 

THE FRIGHTENING thing 
about the current controversy on 
what to do with Eichmann, is its 
ordinariness. The quintessential 
need for justice has been over. 
laid with a web of routine tech- 
nicalities about the manner of 
Eichmann’s capture, the mode of 
his trial, the method of his pun- 
ishment. Since the argument is 
on, it behoves us to stress cer- 
tain facts as unpleasant as they 
are incontestable. 

Eichman went scot-free for the 
past 15 years and was at length 
apprehended by Jewish ‘‘volun- 
teers,” not because he was so 
elusive and ours are the world’s 
most proficient secret agents, but 
because he was largely unwanted 
quarry. For he will not be alone 
when he stands in the dock; be- 
side him, morally, will be all his 
accomplices, those who wantonly 
withheld succour from the Jew- 


ish martyrs, no less than those 
who were his active accomplices 
in the holocaust. By the same 
token, an Israel court js best 
qualified to try Eichmann, 

No, we are not animated by 
personal vindictiveness, for the 
blood of this arch-Nazi cannot 
console us for the loss of one 
third of the entire Jewish people, 

The epic importance of Eich. 
mann lies in the opportunity 
which we are now afforded — 
and which a fearless Israe] court 
is most competent to seize — of 
thoroughly investigating the 
Eichmann phenomenon in the 
same way as scientists examine 
an isolated virus of cancer or of 
some other deadly disease. 

It is up to the civilized world 
not to obstruct Israel, but to eo. 
operate with her so as to ensure 
that Eichmann receives a_ fair 
trial — so utterly fair that the 
truth, the whole ghastly truth 
and nothing but the truth, shall 
at least be brought to light. 

Eichmann represents amorality 
crystallized in the pure state. To 
accept its ordinariness is to yield 
to a spiritual malady that is ji. 
able to heap ashes upon ashes, 
even to destroy mankind in an 
age when the means of extinction 
of all life are readily to hand. 
The Eichmann sickness is in 
more ways than one synonymous 
with the “final solution.”

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Intermarriages of Jewish Women 
And Non-Jewish Men Seen Rising 


DETROIT (P.0) — More in- 
termarriages between Jewish 
women and non-Jewish men can 
be expected in the next few 
years, Rabbi Jerome Folkman 
told the Reform rabbis meeting 
here in their annual convention. 
He based this statement on a 
U. S. Department of Commerce 
survey in 1957 showing that in 
the age group between fourteen 
and nineteen there were 160,000 
Jewish males in the U. S. and 


190,000 females. 


“It is easy to see,” he told the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis “that the population 
studied in March, 1957, is now 
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entering a ‘marriageable’ peroid 
So that pairing between Jewish 
females and males_ proselytes 
can be expected with greater 
frequency.” 

RABBI FOLKMAN recom 
mended that where a Jewish 
man marries a non-Jewess, in 
structions in Judaism be given to 
both because most of the men 
“brought with them such nega 
tive attitudes toward Judaism 
that I discovered that they made 
it difficult for their wives to 
practice the faith they had 
studied with me and embraced 
under our auspices. 

Rabbi Folkman, whose pulpit 
is in Columbus, O., and who is 
an authority on marriage, ex- 
plained that in his “professional | 
experience” the overwhelming | 
proportion of Jews coming to see 
him with respect to marrying| 
non-Jews came “from Orthodox | 
and Conservative ranks rather | 
than from our own (Reform).” |

She told Rabbi Folkman that if 
she could use these words her- 
self then “they could not make 
me fee) like an outsider.” 

As a result Rabbi Folkman 
made two long-play recordings 
on 12-inch records in which he 
included common Hebrew 
phrases and _ benedictions, and 
colloquial Hebrew and Yiddish 
terms in frequent use.” 


AFTER the nurse studied the 
records diligently she was intro- 
duced to the grandmother, Rabbi 
Folkman related and greeted the 
bobeh with appropriate affection- 
ate Hebrew and Yiddish words. 











When the rabbi met the grand. 
mother at the wedding, she 
waxed enthusiastic about the 
bride. “None of my other grand- 
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sons has found himself such a 
Jewess, a jewel, such a tsadekes.” 

On the same program with 
Rabbi Folkman was Rabbi Ber- 
nard Kligfeld, of Long Beach, 
N. Y., who complained, that there 
“is much contradictory informa- 
tion about intermarriage.” He 
said that “a definitive study is 
still lacking.” 

MOST OF THE common be- 
liefs about the success or failure 
of intermarriages, he labelled as 
unreliable and quoted from au- 
thorities whose investigations 
showed that intermarriage is not 
solely an escape from the Jew- 
ish group or a means of secur- 
ing social or financial] gains, or 
purely a neurotic manifestation. 
Rabbi Kligfeld praised a study 
by Levinson and Levinson of 
Harvard University who _inter- 
viewed in depth intermarried 
couples who were not malad.- 
justed nor seeking help with their 
difficulties. This study showed 
that the amount of Jewish edu- 
cation does not seem to be a 
factor in intermarriage, but that 
the Jewish partner showed a 
weak Jewish identity. 

One study quoted showed that 
in Jewish-Catholic marriages, 
children were brought up as Jew- 
ish in a little more than half of 
the cases. In Jewish-Protestant 
marriages children were brought 
up as Jews twice as often. 

Rabbi Kligfeld concluded that 
Jews who intermarry are either 
unable to solve the problems of 
their relationship to their parents 
or they have given up Jewish 
self-identification. 

He said his studies showed that 
the incidence of intermarriage 
among Jews in the U. S. is low 
compared to other religious 
groups, but it is increasing slow- 
ly.

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Synagogues Have Become Such Complex Institutions It Takes Pros To Run Them 


By MYRON SCHOEN 


at is not an uncommon prac- 
tice today for American business 
concerns, large and small, to 
grant leaves with pay to key 
personnel for the purpose of tak- 
ing courses at colleges and uni- 
versities. This 
is such a dy- 
namic era in 
which we live 
and the pace 
of technology 
is such that 
this has prov- 
en a sound in- 
vestment for 
commercial 
and_ industrial 
concerns. In 
America the synagogue too, has 
reached a stage where it has be- 
come such a complex institution 
that it requires technical skills 
based upon a professional body 
of knowledge and experience. 

IF THE synagogue is to con- 
tinue to have effective influence 
on and in Jewish life in our land, 
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it will be due in a large measure 
to the degree to which it can do 
constructive planning, technical 
research and develop personnel, 
lay as well as professional, who 
are knowledgeable. 

A beginning has been made 
but it is truly a mere beginning. 
When did it start and who were 
its pioneers? One has to go back 
30 years and recall the name of 
Rabbi Sidney Goldstein 1879-1955 
of New York’s Free Synagogue. 
Best known for his contributions 
to the field of Jewish social wel- 
fare and social action, Rabbi 
Goldstein, in addition to estab- 
lishing and teaching courses on 
social welfare to rabbinical stu- 
dents at Stephen Wise’s Jewish 
Institute of Religion, drafted a 
prospectus for a department of 
Synagogue Planning and Admin 
istration at this seminary. 

At the very same time another 
rabbi was acutely aware of this 
need. In Cincinnati a graduate 
of the Hebrew Union College, 
Rabbi Jacob D. Schwartz, became 
the director of the Department 
of Synagogue Activities of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con 
gregations in 1932. For 
years, until retirement 
1952, Rabbi Schwartz, 
publications and service taught 
rabbis and laymen the funda. 
mentals of managing the con- 
temporary synagogue.

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WITH THE encouragement of 
Rabbi Schwartz, an important 
meeting was held at Detroit in 
1941. A gathering of 16 or 
so full-time professional admin- 
istrators of Reform temples and 
witnessed the birth of the Na- 
tional Association of Temple 
Administrators. Within five years 
this organization had grown not 
only in numbers but so import- 
ant was the service it was ren- 
dering to the Reform movement 
that it was made a regular UAHC 
affiliate. On its roster today are 
some 135 members in the United 
States, Canada and Australia. 

In 1952, when the UAHC’'s 
Commission on Synagogue Ac- 
tivities was faced with the com- 
plex problems of the post-war 
proliferation of the synagogue, 
Rabbi Eugene J. Lipman became 
its director. It has been unde 
his direction and with his fore- 
sight that the NATA has vastly 





expanded its research programs | 


and publications. It was to 
credit and understanding that 
the UAHC was the first of the 


| national synagogal bodies to cre 


ate a department devoted soley | 
to synagogue administration. 


WITH THE establishment of 
the Office of Synagogue Admin- 
istration at the UAHC it was 
possible for the NATA to insti- 
tute a training course’ which 
would provide a more compre- 
hensive background in 
gogue management for those al- 
ready engaged in a professional 
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capacity, for those seeking ca- 
reers in this field, for rabbinical 
students and for lay leaders. 
THUS IT was that on January 
11, 1960, the NATA and UAHC 
began a ten lecture series on 
“Administration for the Contem- 
porary Synagogue” with 51 reg- 
istered students from the met- 
ropolitan New York area. The 
faculty for this course consisted 
of nine professional temple ad 
ministrators (members of 
NATA), a _ professional Jewish 
educator and a rabbi. The sub- 
jects covered the history of the 
contemporary synagogue, acquir- 
ing and integrating members, the 
board and committee structure, 
financing for current and future 
needs, administrative aspects of 
the religious, educational, social 
and cultural programs, managing

Helen Impressed By Reform Rabbi's Sharp Minds

Notes on my trip to Detroit: 
As I sat listening to the 
guest speakers (a professor of 
jaw and an eminent scientist) 
addressing the Reform rabbis 
at their annual convention, I felt 
a little sorry 
for said speak- 
ers. Not only 
had it been 
for them to 
prepare a well- 
ec onsidered, 
thought - pro- 
voking paper 
for this audi- 
ence, but when 
they were thru Helen 
they must stand there and reply 
satisfactorily to a barrage of re- 
puttals from as learned and schol- 
arly a group as you can find, 
who at the same time are one 
and all most capable of thinking 
on their feet. 

During the three days I cat 
in on the question periods of 
talks and seminars, no matter 
which rabbi rose to speak and no 
matter how brief or lengthy his 
yemarks, his thoughts emerged 
a perfect jewel of clarity, por- 
foundness and earnest searching 
for, truth.

AT ONE seminar, on intermar- 
riage, the subject was brought 
up on the need, once a person was 
converted into the Jewish faith, 





of helping them to feel a part 
of the congregation. The rabbis 
indicated that this was a job 
that would have to be accom- 
plished in conjunction with their 
lay people. Rabbi Jerome Folk- 
man of Columbus, Ohio, 
hopes, I presume, that his con- 
gregation would follow his lead, 
described his position with elo- 
quent simplicity.

Didn’t we read just the other day 
that according to the latest sur- 
vey, the Jewish group (most of 
whom could hardly be considered 
to belong to the striving, slum- 
dwelling section of the popula- 
tion) has a much lower birth 
rate than that of the Protestants 
and Catholics? 

While I was in Detroit I heard 
of a Jewish family who set up 
their newly-married daughter and 
son-in-law in a $50,000 home. This 
sort of thing, and a car of their 
own at 16, and expensive clothes, 
and private swimming pools are 
not what you have in mind, are 
they, rabbis, as a right to a de- 
cent and wholesome life? 

Facing the present circum- 
stances, shouldn’t your emphasis 
have been less on our rights to

NEW YORK (P-O) — What do 
rabbis in in the New York 
“spare time.” 

A research paper prepared by 
Rabbi Aharon Shapiro of Con- 
gregation Anshe Chesed of Lin- 
den, N. J. for the New Schoo! 
for Social Research here reported 
the following interesting obser- 
vations: 

(1) Almost 90 per cent of the 
rabbis polled read the New York 
Times. The only other daily pa- 
per that many of the 74 rabbis 
that answered Shapiro’s ques. 
tionaire read was the New York 
Post. 

(2) Two rabbis out of the 74 
confessed to reading the New 
York Daily News in addition to 
the Times, but no one read the 
New York Mirror. The New York 
Herald Tribune and the New 
York World Telegram received 
only one or two partisans each. 

(3) Approximately 40 per cent 
of the rabbis subscribed to some 
mass circulation magazine. 31 
Rabbis read Life; 29 the Read. 
ers Digest, while 27 out of the 74 
rabbis read Time magazine. 

(4) The more “intellectual” 
magazines received little support 
except for the Saturday Review 
of Literature which was read by 
six rabbis. Two rabbis each read 
the Partisan Review, Foreign Ar- 
fairs, Look, Harpers, Changing 
Times, The New Republic, 
Coronet, Atlantic Monthly and 
the Saturday Evening Post. 

(5) Shapiro noted that often 
the rabbi’s wife or other mem. 
bers of the family were reasons 
for suscriptions to these weekly 
magazines. 

(6) The typical rabbi, of 
course, does a great deal of read- 
ing of Jewish content. Anglo- 
Jewish newspapers, Jewish books 
and periodicals ave widely read 
naturally. 

(7) In regard to the “Jewish 
best-sellers” 80 per cent of the 
rabbis polled had read Herman 
Wouk’s “This Is My God” and 
Leon Uris’ “Exodus.” Of the 74 
rabbis polled, a large proportion 
had read a number of the cur-

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THE ANNUAL convention of the Reform rabbis is 
by far the one most interesting convention held in the 
US. Jewish community today. 

This is not to say that conventions of the other rab- 
binical groups may not be more important and often just 
as interesting. 

It is to say however that now that the annual meet- 
ings of our national Jewish organiations no longer are 
confronted with vital decisions, the convention of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis is the place to 
go for comment and insight and reports which make it 
a treat for anyone who really wants to know the US. 
Jewish community. 


SHE REFORM rabbinate is trying to find itself as 
is every other vital group within the Jewish community. 
The advantage (or disadvantage) that the CCAR has over 
other rabbinical groups is that it is not bound by halaha 
(Jewish law) and therefore can take positions on any 
auestion and considers itself derelict when for some reasons 
it finds itself unable to take a stand on a vital question. 


The fact that Reform does not feel itself bound by 
tradition makes for some very exciting sessions. Every- 
one is his own authority, and reason must prevail if one 
wishes to win the other rabbis over to his viewpoint. 


iF THE 1960 convention just held in Detroit was an 
outstanding one it was because of some very choice speak- 
ers, one of whom we write about in the adjoining ‘Editor's 
Chair.” 

The convention planners gave over each of the three 
important evening sessions during the week to what it 
vas hoped were top-name speakers. Only one was a non- 
Jew, Dr. Harlow Shapley, and he provided the highpoint 
of the convention. His contribution was Jewish only in 
that it will force the rabbis to think through their posi- 
tion as religionists in a contemporary society dominated 
as it is by science. 


IF THERE WERE not enough sessions in which the 
rabbis could express themselves about the problems which 
involve them as ministers to a reviving American Jewish 
community which is seeking answers to any number of 
questions, this might have been because the program 
makers tried to give balance to the sessions. 

However they should note for fuiure conventions that 
the need for coming to conclusions about problems in con- 
nection with the laity and its direction and that of the 
rabbinate is urgent. Perhaps for the next few conven- 
tions at least as much time as possible should be given 
over to the area of such matters as a guide for the con- 
gregants, conversions and intermarriage, ritual and cere- 
raony, and so forth. 


WHICH IS MORE MATURE? 


Israel’s victory at the UN in the Eichmann case may 
cast additional light on the difference in viewpoint between 
the Israelis and the Jews of the diaspora (P-O, June 10).

The EDITOR’S CHAIR - -- 





EVERY ONCE in a while you come abrupt- 
ly on a mind which is so vast and even glor- 
ious that you have to stop to ponder how 
there can be such an aggregation of brains 
and manners as to produce a human of such 
magnitude. If this sounds like a purple pass- 
age, then the rabbis who attended the con- 
vention of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis at Detroit seemingly concurred. They 
gave Professor Edmond Cahn a rising ova- 
tion as he finished his talk on “The Juristic 
Approach to Moral Problems—a Case Study.” 

Professor Cahn is a member of faculty 
of the School of Law of New York University. 
He has a vast background of Jewish knowl- 
edge and a combination of wit and insight 
which is almost too good to be true. 


FOR INSTANCE he credited Brandeis, 
Frank, Cadozo and Frankfurter with tremend- 
ous contributions to American jurisprudence, 
but he said not one of them brought to Amer- 
ican law the “slightest trace of familiarity 
with one of the greatest legal systems that 
history of mankind has produced.” 

He was referring to the Talmud, and the 
Jewish body of law which has developed since. 
He explained its greatness on two points. 1) 
It was law without a state which had been 
carried forward for ages and 2) it was law 
that was operative without a legislature. Both 
of these two conditions had always been 
thought necessary for functioning of a sys- 
tem of law. 


AS TO THE Talmud, he this

Each man, said Rabbi Lewis, makes 
his own laws. 


DR. CAHN DIDN’T duck this question, 
but in his humble way indicated that he would 
limit his answer only to a phase of the ques- 
tion without confronting it headon.

The dilemma is one which has 
been created by the Israel gov- 
ernment itself, but circumstances 
have had a hand in maneuver- 
ing policy into the present blind 
alley. 

THE GREAT influx of immi- 
grants in the years following 
creation of the State caused a 
tremendous demand for housing. 
To prevent landlords from ex- 
ploiting the situation, the gov- 
ernment at once clamped rigid 
rent controls on all occupied 
flats. The rent freeze effectively 
protected the tenants, and while 
larger rates were permitted for 
new flats, a sense of proportion 
was maintained, and even the 
new rentals have been kept rel- 
atively low. 

What has happened in the past 

twelve years? As a result of in- 
flation, costs have skyrocketed 
Taxes have gone up. But rents 
have remained relatively fixed 
The result is that the landlord 
is in effect subsidizing his ten- 
ants. 
- IN ISRAEL today rentals are 
frequently as low as 3 to 5 per 
cent of the breadwinner’s month- 
ly salary. In the United States 
the accepted proportion is 25 per 
cent or more of salary. In Iialy, 
France, Britain, the ratios are 15, 
18 and 19 per cent respectively 

There are two immediate ef- 
ffects of this situation. Discover- 
ing that the annual return on his 
investment has shrunk to 2 pet 
cent or less, and is growing less 





from year to year, as costs rise, 
the landlord is compelled to neg- 
lect his property. Visitors often 
wonder why so many 
Tel Aviv are shabby, unpainted, 
shutters askew, grounds uncared 
for. Very simple: the landlord 
does not have sufficient income 
to maintain his property. It

care for the grounds. His income 
does not warrant such expendi- 
tures. 

The second and obvious effect 
is that very little new private 
capital is going to be put into 
construction of rental housing. 
The income from rents does not 
make it worth while. Instead, 
the building contractor, who puts 
up a 6 or 8 or 12 flat building 
offers the apartments for sale, 
and the tenants who can so af- 
ford boy ownership of the house 


cooperatively. The builder gets 


out from under as soon as he 
can, and if he can recoup enough 
of his capital, re-invests in an- 
other structure, where he follows 
the same procedure. 

So long as rents are rigidly | 
fixed, capital is not going to flow | 
into new construction; but if 
rents are permitted to rise, what

LOS ANGELES (P-O) —

It was Riche’s opinion that it 
“could only be construed as a 
deal to deliver the presidency for 
cash or promissory notes.”
